General at Odessa (Mr. C. 8. Smith) on the trade of that district 
in 1909, which will shortly be issued :—. 


The use of fertilisers has begun in Russia, and it would seem that, 
before long, that country will need considerable 
quantities. ‘he demand is already a growing 
one, as will be seen from the following table 
which shows the imports of fertilisers, &c. in recent years :—

It is estimated that about 112,000 tons of artificial manures are 
made in Russia, viz., bone meal, horn powder, hide waste, ashes, 
superphosphates, &c. Artificial manures are used mostly in the 
Baltic provinces and in Poland. In the central parts of Russia 
locally-made fertilisers are generally used. 


During the year. 1909 the prinzipal feature of the agricultural 
heviewiiavel machinery trade was the disposal of the stocks 
Machiner left over from the year before. In the neigh- 

y: bourhood of Odessa the harvest was not extra- 
ordinary, but in other parts the excellent harvest stimulated the 

sale of agricultural machinery, and during the latter half of 1909 

nearly all the stocks were cleared out. 

The only two ports of the Black Sea at which this class of 
machinery is imported are Odessa and Novorossisk, but last year 
not so much was imported through Odessa as usual. All the 
German makers send their machinery across the frontier directly 
from the factory to the place of destination. 

During the present year a considerable amount of machinery 
destined for the Ekaterinoslav, Podolia and Taurida Governments 
is being received by way of Riga. 

In June great quantities of agricultural machinery were being 
imported, and, if the growing harvest turns out very good, no doubt 
large sales will be made. In fact, it is confidently asserted that the 
stocks in, and the arrivals at, Odessa will not meet this year’s 
demand.

Oil press bagging is imported in large quantities from Germany 
and Austria-Hungary. It is also manufactured

There has been a steady import of black plates from Wales during 
the past year, but, owing to the recent advance 

Black Plates. in prices, the Russian black plate makers have 

lately secured a good portion of the business, 
more especially in the thinner gauges. 

The agreement of the Russian black plate manufacturers, 
by which it was intended to regulate the supply and to maintain 
prices in the Russian market, is expected to be dissolved. When 
the Russian manufacturer is no longer restricted as to either 
price or quantity, keen competition may be anticipated. 

The quality of Russian black plate has improved of late years, 
and now all dimensions are made. New works have begun 
operations at Moscow and in Poland. 


Italy leads in the import trade in fishing lines on account of the 

excellent quality and the white colour of the 

Fishing Lines. native hemp. Germany comes next, and 

Russia herself is beginning to compete. Never- 

theless, the Consul-General is told that at equal prices preference 
would be given to the British article.

FOREIGN TRADE OF VHE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
JULY, 1910.* 
I.—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for July, 1910, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1909, show a decrease in the value 
of the Imports into the United Kingdom, but increases in the values 
of the Exports both of the Produce and Manufactures of the United 
Kingdom and of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in July was 49,384,462/., a. 
decrease of 932,0311., or 1:9 per cent., as compared with 
July, 1909; whilst the total Exports amounted to 46,609,7721., 
an increase of 3,748,3011. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures 
of the United Kingdom show an increase of 2,900,9371., or 8°2 per 
cent., as compared with July, 1909; whilst there is an increase 
of 847,364/., or 11:5 per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and 
Colonial Merchandise.

Foreign Trade of the United Kingdom in July, 1910. 





V.—SHIPPING IN JULY. 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions with cargoes during 
July, 1910, amounted to 3,639,773 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 5,112,048 tons, as against 3,683,526 tons entered, and 
5,139,467 tons cleared, during July, 1909. With regard to the 
coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during July 
1910, amounted to 2,747,255 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 
2,718,405 tons, as against 2,786,911 tons entered, and 2,754,612 
tons cleared, in July, 1909. 

VI.—SEVEN MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-JULY). 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions with cargoes 
during the seven months ended July, 1910, amounted to 
23,265,119 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 32,590,471 tons, as 
against 22,467,956 tons entered and 32,721,628 tons cleared during 
the seven months ended July, 1909. With regard to the 
coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during the seven 
months ended July, 1910, amounted to 18,335,976 tons, and 
the tonnage cleared to 18,118,385 tons, as against 18,147,348 tons 
entered, and 17,852,574 tons cleared, during the corresponding 
period of 1909. 





BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Argentine Republic, Rosario—The following information is from 
the report by H.M. Consul at Rosario (Mr. H. Mallet) on the trade 
of that district in 1909, which will shortly be issued :-— 

For the information of British exporting firms who may desire 
to trade with the Rosario district, which offers a splendid market, 
it may be mentioned that the more important local firms (there are 
several whose saies amount to several millions of pesos annually) 
have no time to attend to the large number of trade letters and 
circulars they receive from abroad by every post. Competition for 
trade is very keen, and agents and travellers from abroad are 
constantly on the watch to meet requirements; consequently, 
merchants, on account of the less trouble it gives them, frequently 
avail themselves of these opportunities to replenish their stock. 
To obtain practical and profitable results, it is necessary to get 
into direct touch with the local buyers. 

Coal, fencing wire, corrugated iron, iron girders used in buildings, 
hardware, cement, paints and varnishes, agricultural machinery and 
implements, electrical fittings, whisky, drugs, crockery, material 
for grain bags, dry goods, stationery, oils, lumber, twine, tinned 
provisions, &c. are some of the more important items of merchan- 
dise likely to be required.

Siam, Chiengmai.—The following information is from the report 
by the British Acting Vice-Consul at Chiengmai (Mr. D. EK.

Mr. Reid points out that such enquiries should be 
addressed to Bangkok, as all transactions and purchases of goods 
are carried out through middlemen and retail dealers there. 
Moreover, it is questionable if any of the local traders would be 
even capable of carrying on commercial correspondence in English, 





RUSSIAN AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY TRADE; 
Terms of Payment. 

The following information, taken from the report by the British 
Vice-Consul at Kharkov (Mr, C. Blakey) on the trade of that 
district in 1909, which will shortly be issued, is in continuation of 
the fparticulars given on pp. 222-4 of last week’s issue of the 
“ Board of Trade Journal ” :— 

In the competition for the Russian market the German 
manufacturer enjoys a great advantage over his British rival by 
the ease with which he can obtain the use of money. In the agri- 
cultural machinery business this is a very important matter. The 
estate owner, even when well-to-do, has little ready money, and 
for the sake of easy terms of payment he will buy the dearer or the 
inferior machine. The Zemstvos, through whom many sales are 
made, use very little of their own money and depend largely upon the 
manufacturers’ credit. The same is the case with the dealers, of 
whom few command ready money; their trade is also generally 
carried on with the manufacturers’ capital, and it is practically the 
limits ailowed by the manufacturer which condition the operations 
of a well-established agent. On account of heavy losses in past 
years, the manufacturer has become rather careful in this respect. 

British manufacturers of agricultural machinery (mainly steam 
threshing sets), with one exception, trade in Russia through large 
dealers, allowing them six or even twelve months’ credit. ‘This soon 
amounts to a sum larger than the dealer is usually worth, and also 
locks up an inconveniently large proportion of the manufacturers’ 
capital. The dealer also, seeing that he only gets 12 months’ credit 
and must give 30 months’ credit, cannot trade energetically, or he 
would come to the end of his resources. 7 

It is at this point that the German manufacturer gets a strong pull 
over his British competitor. German banks are willing to discount 
bills not only from established Russian firms, but also from land or 
mill owners who, from the nature of things, cannot be so well 
known. They will even discount acknowledgments of debts from 
the Zemstvos, on which it would be quite impossible to enforce 
payment. 

With this backing the German manufacturer is willing to take 
the whole of the credit upon himself. Instead of selling to his 
agent at the usual low export price, he charges the customer a 
higher price and interest, and allows his agent a commission on 
the sale. The manufacturer accepts the customer’s bills and 
discounts them at German banks. He can thus extend his

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operations over a large number of purchasers, whereby he spreads 
the risks. By giving more acceptable terms he gets a better price 
for his machine than does his British rival. To do this kind of 
business with success the manufacturer must be in close touch 
with his customers, far closer than the British manufacturer 
usually is with his. 

It is generally acknowledged that the British steam threshing 
machinery is superior to the German, but comparing weight with 
weight or size with size (since the denomination of the sets varies) 
the customers pay for the German sets about 5 per cent. more 
than for the British, simply because of the easier terms of payment. 
In fact competition in steam threshing machines has become 
largely a question of finance.

It is provided in the French Customs 
oer Tariff (Nos. 398 bis and 460 quater) that when 
sacks of jute, hemp, linen, cotton, and other 
textiles are imported filled with merchandise, they may be 
admitted at half the duties applicable to empty sacks of the same 
nature, kind and quality. When goods are imported in more 
than one sack, only one sack is to pay duty at the half rate, the 
others paying the full rate. The Circular provides that 
the sack on which only half the duty is to be paid is the 
one in immediate contact with the goods, and that by 
“half the duty” is to be understood half of the Customs duty 
(duty on the cloth, surtaxes for bleaching, dyeing, manufacture 
with dyed yarns, &c., and making up)—with the addition of the 
‘‘ surtaxe d’entrepédt” (if any is leviable)—payable on the corres- 

ponding empty sacks. 

The Circular also defines the term “sack” and gives information 
as to the declaration necessary in respect of the sacks, the ascer- 
tainment of the weight of the sacks on which duty is to be levied 
the Customs treatment of sacks containing goods imported from 
French Colonies, &c., and of sacks containing goods to be placed 
in bonded warehouses, or declared for temporary admission, and 
further provides that sacks containing duty-free goods may be 
declared for temporary admission, on condition of being re-exported

If the tissue is subject to any surtaxes on account of admixture 
with other materia!s (as provided in General Rule 3), such surtaxes 
shall be cumulative, and all surtaxes imposed under any other 
provision of the Tariff are to be assessed on the basis of the specific 
rate to which has been added the surtax on account of admixture. 

In the cases of embroidered tissues dutiable under paragraphs 97, 
98, 99 and 100, after all the surtaxes to which the article is subject 
have been assessed, if the rate of duty thus provided is less than the 
minimum ad valorem rate fixed by the proviso to each of the Tariff 
Nos. in question, then the tissue is to be assessed for duty at the ad 
valorem rate provided as the minimum, to which shall be added the 
proportionate part thereof in accordance with the various surtaxes 
to which the textile is subject, excluding therefrom all surtaxes on 
account of admixture with other materials, stamping, printing, or 
manufacture with dyed yarns, but including therein the surtax on 
account of embroidery. 

Articles dutiable under Tariff No. 106 shall be treated in the 
same manner as outlined above, in order to determine whether the 
specific or ad valorem rete of duty shall be applied.

SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT. 


RUSSIA, 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul- 
iene niin General at Odessa (Mr. C. 8S. Smith) on the 
trade of that district in 1909, which will 
Harbour. 
shortly be issued :— 

A scheme for the construction of the new Odessa grain harbour 
has been under examination by the Government Departments 
interested, and will, it is expected, shortly be submitted for the 
approval of the Duma. Until then the final form of the project 
cannot be known, for modifications are being introduced in the 
design submitted by the local commission. 

The scale of requirements to be met is as follows :—

It is reckoned that this amount has to be shipped in six months 
—which gives about 11,000 tons per day to be dealt with. Load- 
ing can, as a matter oi fact, be done all through the year, but the 
idea is to be able to deal promptly with any stress, 

The grain harbour is to be between the petroleum harbour and 
the Russian Steam Navigation and Trading Company’s shipyard. 
At each end there will be a long quay, and between these there 
will be four short piers at intervals of 490 feet, giving in all 
21 berths for steamers of over 420 feet in length. 

There will be a system of high and low-level railway lines 
serving the elevators and warehouses. 

The elevators and certain of the warehouses will have mechanical 
appliances for transporting the grain to other stores or on board 
ship. The maximum quantity to be put on board mechanically in 
10 hours will be about 11,500 tons. The day’s work can on 
emergency be extended even in winter, because the quays will be 
lighted by electricity. 

The point of chief interest to the British merchant is the 
probable influence on loading charges. Under existing circum- 
stances, the loading charge from warehouse to steamer’s hold is 
estimated at a mean rate of 4°79 copecks per poud, which is 
equivalent to ls. 38d. per quarter (480 lbs.), or 6s. 3d. per ton. By 
the designed scheme, the cost will vary from 1°75 copecks per 
poud (5#d. per quarter) for grain passed mechanically from rail- 
way truck into ship’s hold, to 3°45 copecks per pound (113d. per 
quarter) for grain put into granaries without mechanical fittings 
and loaded by hand. 

The total cost is estimated at about 15,500,000 roubles (about 
1,636,000/.). Payment will be made in Government bonds 
redeemable in 10 years. 

The scheme will, it is hoped, receive final approval ine the 
autumn of 1910. 


The ‘‘ Journal de St. Pétersbourg” of 29th July reports that the 
Ministerial Committee formed to investigate, 
for budget purposes, the question of railway

AUSTRIA~HUNGARY:. 

Adverting to the notice on p. 459 of the “Board of Trade 
Journal” of 8th September, 1904, and to that 
on pp. 12-13 of the issue of 4th July, 1901, 
relative to a law for the construction of a net- 
work of canals and canalised rivers throughout 
Upper and Lower Austria, Moravia, Bohemia, Silesia, and Galicia, 
H.M. Embassy at Vienna report that it was resolved by the 
Waterways Department of the Austrian Ministry of Commerce to 
divide the work projected under the above-mentioned law into two 
periods, viz., from 1904 to 1912, and from 1912 to 1925. 

The following table shows the most recent arrangement of the 
scheme, which has received frequent alterations and modifications 
since it was first put forward, and also the estimated cost of the

It appears probable, add H.M. Embassy, that the scheme will be 
very considerably reduced in scope. Nothing will, in any case, be 
done in the matter until the autumn, when the whole question will 
come up for discussion again. In the meantime very little work 
has yet been done in connection with the scheme proposed under 
the law of 1901. No canals have been even begun. Some 
3,000,000/.,, however, have been spent on the regulation of the 
Elbe, Moldau and Vistula, works which are said to have proved 
very useful and beneficial to trade on those rivers.

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SUDAN. 


With reference to the notice on page 502 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journil” of 9th June relative to a possible 


‘imo _ increased output of wheat in the Sudan, the 
Reihe monthly Report for June of the Sudan Econo- 
se mic Board states that the progress made with 


the basin irrigation schemes in Dongola Province 
is very satisfactory. On the Kerma basin last year the cultivated 
area only amounted to 1,474 feddans (1,533 acres), whereas in 
June of this year applications had already been made for 16,000 
feddans (16,640 acres). Reports on the basins at Affat and Letti 
are also goad. 

The wheat grown in these basins will be ready for sale in April 
or May next year, but merchants who are interested in this trade 
should make early enquiries and should pay special attention to 
the question of collection and transport of the crop. Hitherto, the 
only crops exported from Dongola Province have been dates, and 
the grain purchased by the Egyptian army. Consequently, 
merchants will probably find that local agents in Dongola have 
had little or no experience in the export trade. If any merchant 
intends buying grain in large quantities, he should undoubtedly 
proceed to Dongola himself or send his own agent, He should 
also acquaint himself with the special rates on the Sudan Govern- 
ment steamers and railways which have been introduced in order 
to facilitate the export of grain from Dongola. (17,450. ) 


The same Report states that the Governor of the Upper Nile 
Sviseiictaesitiin: in Prevince draws attention to the favourable 
P o ki y opportunities for working the Talh gum forests 
Pet. I in the neighbourhood of Galhak, near Jebel 
‘ Ahmed Agha. Causeways have been made to 
enable the produce to be brought down from the mainland over the 
marshes to the river, and 25 miles of cut road lead straight into 
the forests from the Meshra on the Nile; this road is crossed at 
angles by various native tracks, so that there is perhaps no other 
gum area in the Sudan with such favourable conditions for collect- 
tion and transport to Khartoum. Camels have done exceedingly 
well in this area from December to June, being brought yearly 
from Sennar and the Blue Nile and hired to carry Dinka corn to 
Renk. 
Local merchants cannot work this gum district as they have not 
sufficient capital and possess only small stocks of trade articles. 
After the rains are over, some immigrants who have applied to 
make a settlement on the Goz lands at Galhak will be placed there. 
This will assist the labour question to some extent, but merchants 
with some money availadle will still be a necessity for development.

CANADA. 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Toronto (Mr. I. W. Field) 
reports that a combine known as the Canadian 
Leather Company, Limited, an amalgamation of 
fifteen leather companies in the Provinces of 
Ontario and Quebec, has just been organised at ‘l'oronto. The 
representatives of the company state that they will control more 
than 75 per cent. of the total output of the leather used in the 
Canadian boot and shoe, bag and trunk trades. The authorised 
capital of the company is 20,000,000 dollars (about 4,111,000/.), 
and it is believed that they intend to enter the export trade. 
Seven of the tanners in the consolidation have branches in Montreal 
and five have branches in Quebec. Several of the leading tanners

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Confidential Information. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby 
the names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as 
to other connected matters, are placed on a special Register at the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, has met 
with widespread approval, as evidenced by the steady increase in 
the number of names so registered. Formerly no charge was 
made for admission to the Register, the only requirement being 
subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal.” ‘The great increase 
in the number of names inscribed, and in the amount of informa- 
tion distributed has, however, rendered it necessary to make a 
small charge for the service, and accordingly firms desirous of 
utilising this source of information are now (since Ist April, 
1910) required to pay an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant 
General, Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W., for 
the service, including the supply of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
instead of merely subscribing to the “Journal,” as previously, 
through the Government Sale Agents. British firms who wish to 
have their names registered should apply in writing to the Director, 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, 
E.C., for the necessary form of application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as 
heretofore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms 
upon the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers 
in Foreign Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and 
the Imperial Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

NotEe.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred 
to above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready 
to answer enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the 
interests of British trade (see below).
